Chiang Says U.N. is on Verge 
of Collapse. 

TAIPEI, Oct. 9 (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek said to- 
night the United Nations was 
“on the verge of collapse.”

The change is efféctive as of 
last Aug. 14.

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Watchdogs of the Atom 


Is the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy exercising powers reserved 
by the Constitution to the President? A study 
conducted under the auspices of the National 
Law Center of George Washington University 
concludes that it is. Specifically, the commit- 
tee is said to be getting information from the 
Executive branch which should be withheld 
under executive privilege, forcing projects 
on the Atomic Energy Commission by legisla- 
tion, and intervening in administrative de- 
cisions such as those affecting the selection 
of personnel. These developments, the study 
concedes, have come about, not through ag- 
grandizement by the joint committee, but 
primarily because of abdication by the Execu- 
tive “of its own responsibilities.” 

These are grave considerations, basic to 
the separation of powers on which our Gov- 
ernment rests, and particularly the authority 
and responsibility of the Presidential office. 
Even if they had not been raised, it is very 
much in order to re-examine the powers and 
performance of the Joint Committee periodi- 
cally. This is particularly so because the Joint 
Committee is breaking novel and often secret 
ground, which calls for a good deal of impro- 
vising, as do all other aspects of managing 
atomic power. 

The fusion of Executive with Joint Com- 
mittee powers began, as the study sees it, 
when President Truman gave the committee 
access to files of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, and became institutionalized in 
the Eisenhower Administration because of 
the President’s “passive view of his responsi- 
bilities.” “It is somewhat difficult to visualize 
the recapturing by even a strong President 
of all the ground lost.” 

. . . 


If there is substance to the warning signals 
this study raises—and we are inclined to be- 
lieve there is—the answer would seem to lie 
in an Atomic Energy Commission which will 
fulfill its functions on its own initiative instead 
of leaving so much of the initiative to come 
from the Joint Committee if it is to come at 
all. The study itself credits the committee 
with “immense” contributions without which 
“our present level of technology” would be 
“considerably less advanced.” It is not the re- 
sults that are questioned, but some of the 
methods. : 

It has been perhaps inevitable that, since 
politics abhors a vacuum, the Joint Com- 
mittee has been drawn despite itself, as well 
as through its own considerable energies, into 
areas of default not only in the AEC but, as 
the study observes, in Congress. Most Sena- 
tors and Representatives who are not on the 
Joint Committee manifest little interest in 
atomic matters and are inclined to leave them 
to the committee members, the study reports. 
This has proved particularly critical in the 
House Appropriations Committee, which has 
had “great difficulty in understanding the 
atomic energy program.” There, the Joint 
Committee has had continually to run inter- 
ference for the AEC. It has been able to do 
so effectively because of its knowledgeable- 
ness—which it would not have possessed had 


it not insisted on full information from the 
Executive branch. 


We share with the authors of the George 
Washington University study an abiding con- 
cern for maintaining the integrity of the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial branches. We 
agree that the Joint Committee’s functions 
should be kept within legislative bounds, as 
has perhaps not always been done. But 
strength on the Executive side is essential if 
the ideal is to be realized. Surely the country 
has a right to a better choice than that be- 
tween a breakdown in results and a break- 
down in the separation of powers. 

Meanwhile, the country owes a heavy debt 
of gratitude to members of the Joint Com- 
mittee such as Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico and Representatives Holifield of Cali- 
fornia and Price of Illinois. They have made 
themselves knowledgeable in a field which 
mgny would avoid because of its complexity, 
and devoted their time and talents to it with 
outstanding energy, perseverance and pur- 
posefulness. When as much may be said of 
the members of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, a happier state will have been reached, 
and qualms about the separation of powers 
may well be found to have largely dissolved. 


It Can Be Done 


There is almost no challenge to which some 
human being will not respond. Witness the 
case of Arthur Little, of Cambridge, Mass. 
Mr. Little pondered the saying, “You can’t 
make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear.” He 
decided that he could. He put researchers to 
work on the problem. After experimenting 
with thousands of ears the technologists 
found a way to make ears into synthetic silk, 
and from this they wove a purse and pre- 
sented it to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. Which proves, among other 


things, that the only useless part of a hog is 
the squeal. 


Beyond the TV Ratings 


Even the testimony of representatives of 
networks and sponsors, heard last week by 
the Federal Communications Commission, 
added substance to the complaints about TV, 
especially that it purveys too much horror 
and violence, too much insipidity and too 
little serious drama and solid information. 
There was at least tacit admission that this 
stems from misjudgment in seeking the larg- 
est possible audience and the somewhat con- 
tradictory desire to give the least offense. 
There seemed to be less interest, however. in 


bettering the situation than in passing along 
the blame for it. 


Sponsors looked askance at the networks, 
and vice versa. Both took refuge in the “rat- 
ings” as evidence that the fault lies with the 
audience since it js being given what it wants. 
Parents and other critics ought not to com- 
plain since they can turn off what they do 
not like. This, however, hardly could have had 
the whole-hearted approval of those who said 
that the bill for an hour of network drama 
had gone up from $21,375 in 1950 to $210,967 
a decade later and that there was uncertainty 


as to whether they were getting their money’s 
worth of attention. 


It is hard to see how anybody is going to 
be much happier so long as the appraisal is 
confined to these narrow terms. Must every- 
thing be done by, the numbers, the ratings? 
Perhaps producers and sponsors should ask 
themselves whether there may not be a TV 
Gresham’s law, by which bad westerns and 


bad cops-and-robbers shows undercut each 
other. Does not too much of the same thing 
kill interest? Might not a show be judged on 
its intrinsic merit? In view of the criticism, 
it may prove relatively unprofitable to fol- 
low the rule of the common denominator. 
Is it safe to assume that those who do not 
criticize are happy with things as they are? 
There are some backers of the exceptional. 
Does their experience not suggest that the 
unusual may pay off at least as often as the 
tritely usual? 


Not a Free Speech Issue 


Secretary of Defense McNamara ranks high 
in every evaluation of the Kennedy cabinet. 
The firmness, incisiveness and clarity of in- 
sight which have brought him this esteem 
are well illustrated in his memorandum deal- 
ing with: the controversy over political and 
“seminar” activities by military officers. 

The efforts of Senators Thurmond and 
Goldwater to make this a “free speech” issue 
never fooled Secretary McNamara. As he well 
knows, and as the Senators should know, 
every officer accepts many restrictions upon 
his conduct just by virtue of being in the 
armed. services. So does every enlisted man; 
and there can be no double standard which 
permits a general to use his rank and posi- 
tion for the purpose of indoctrinating his 
men with his personal political views. 

The business of military officers is defense, 
not politics, not policy-making, not propagan- 
da. Every one of them is, of course, entitled 
to his own views on all issues, including mat- 
ters of defense policy. But none is entitled 
to use his special military position to advance 
his views, especially among enlisted men he 
commands. If his convictions are more im- 
portant to him than his military duties, then 
he can get all the free speech he wants by 
leaving the armed services and speaking as 
an equal among other citizens. 


Gen. Maxwell Taylor did not agree with 
the defense policy of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. He retired from the Army, and ex- 
pounded his own views with great effect. Maj. 
Gen. John B. Medaris believed the missile 
program was lagging; he got out so he could 
speak his mind. Other officers of courage 
have taken the same course, and it is the 
proper one. 

Secretary McNamara’s memorandum lays 
down common-sense rules for the participa- 
tion of defense officials in public information 
programs. They are to confine themselves to 
matters within the cognizance of the Depart- 
ment of Defense; they are to avoid partisan- 
ship or conflict with established national 
policy; they are not to “lend an air of sponsor- 
ship” to the views and programs of others. 
The extremists can call this censorship if 
they like, but others will view it as a proper 
subordination of military to civilian authority. 


A Tax for Parks 


Secretary of the Interior Udall has under 
consideration plans to expand the national 
park system to meet future recreational needs 
but implementing these plans depends on 
finding a way to pay for new facilities. Mr. 
Udall is expected to propose to Congress next 
year special taxes for parks. The form of 
these taxes is undecided; a penny-a-bottle tax 
on soft drinks has been mentioned, and Mr. 
Udall’s latest proposal is a tax on horse race 
betting, liquor, tobacco and cosmetics. 

Expansion of our national parks should be 
of particular moment to Missourians inter- 
ested in a national park for the Ozark rivers. 
Increased revenues for the National Park 
Service could mean a more rapid completion 
of the Ozarks park than is now provided in 
pending legislation. And speed is important 
if the Ozark rivers are not to be destroyed by 
the uncontrolled development of tourist facili- 
ties. Opponents of a national park should 
consider Mr. Udall’s prediction that the need 
for recreational areas in wilderness parks will 
be 40 times greater in 40 years than it is 
today. The Ozarks are not immune frem these 
pressures. 


The Supreme Court and Sit-Ins 


The Supreme Court in its new term faces 
an unusually heavy docket of cases involving 
the rights of Negroes, many of them arising 
from student sit-in campaigns to force de- 
segregation of lunch counters in the South. 
Hundreds of students were arzested on 
breach-of-peace charges and these arrests are 
challenged as unconstitutional violations of 
the right to equal protection of the laws. The 
cases raise a difficult question: under what 
circumstances can racial discrimination be 
laid to a state or other governing body? 

The Constitution prohibits discrimination 
by a state or local government but does not 
prohibit private discrimination. This proposi- 
tion was established by the court in a 1948 
ruling on restrictive racial covenants in real 
estate deeds in St. Louis. The court ruled the 
covenants may be maintained voluntarily by 


_ mutual consent of private parties but cannot 


be enforced in court or by other use of the 
power of government. 

Negro groups in the sit-in cases are urging 
the high court to hold that any official en- 
forcement of private discrimination turns the 
discrimination into governmental action and 
therefore is subject to constitutional limita- 
tions. Under this view, a restaurant owner 
could exclude Negroes but could not call the 
police to remove them. The Department of 
Justice has urged the court te adopt this view. 
The difficulty with this position, opponents 
contend, is that if a restaurant owner cannot 
call the police to exclude Negroes, he is left 
to his own devices and we return to the law 
of the jungle. 

The Supreme Court will not decide a broad 
proposition of law if it can base its decision 
on narrower grounds, and the sit-in cases do 
provide a narrower ground: Solicitor General 
Cox says there is no evidence in a Baton 
Rouge, La. sit-in case now before the court 
that the store manager called the police to 
arrest the demonstrators. The arrests were 
made by the police on their own initiative 
because Negroes were sitting in areas nor- 
mally reserved for whites and therefore the 
Louisiana government was imposing its own 
segregation policy which is unconstitutional. 

The arguments of the various. states in- 
volved in the sit-in cases sound like a varia- 
tion of the old segregationist theme: Integra- 
tion disrupts the peace and order of the South 
and all rights are limited for the public good 
and safety. This argument has been dis- 
credited and the issue is whether Negroes 
have the same rights and freedoms enjoyed

Television and Central Control Move Traffic in Busy

In the heart of Munich, Germany, a 
sprawling, subwayless city of 1,100,000 
people, lies one of the busiest inter- 
sections in all of Europe, the Karis- 
platz.

By manipulating a single lever on 
his 13-foot control desk, the officer in 
Munich's traffic-direction headquarters 
can tilt the television camera on the 
Karisplatz up and down, swivel it hori- 
zontally through an arc of 270 degrees, 
and adjust the focal length of its spe- 
cial zoom lens. The latter feature en- 
ables him to behold either a panoramic 
view of the square ox a close-up of, 
say, a stalled Volkswagen or the li- 
cense number of a speeding Mercedes- 
Benz. 

The camera has an effective range 
in daylight of over 300 yards. After 
dark, it sees traffic as streams of light 
moving back and forth over the Karls- 
platz.

Since Khrushchev, like a great actor 
or athlete, is at his best when in ac- 
tion, any biography will be inadequate. 
Yet, helpful background information 
on the Soviet leader is provided in 
these studies by authors from opposite 
sides of the Atlantic. Both have at- 
tempted to give a balanced appraisal. 

Roy MacGregor-Hastie was a cor- 
respondent in Moscow for the London 
Sunday Express when he began, about 
1956, his research on Khrushchev. 
Konrad Kellen, a lecturer on Commu- 
nism, was a political intelligence offi- 
cer in the United States office of mili- 
tary government in Germany. His 
approach is political, and he offers a 
number of insights not always encoun- 
tered in a highly analytical work. 

MacGregor-Hastie’s very readable 
narrative-like account goes to the tap- 
roots of Russian history and deftly 
places Khrushchev against a back- 
ground of current history. Although he 
succeeds in picturing the man as a 


human being, the portrait is hardly

NOTICED THAT EARLY MORNING nip in the air these 
days? By noon it may warm up enough to fool you into thinking 
it is summer again, but when you step outside at seven or eight 


o'clock you know it is October. 


Before long even the midday 


sun will fail to dispel that crispness that makes you breathe 


a little more deeply, 

As temperatures drop, ap- 
petites soar in ratio. Tastes 
change, too; mildly seasoned 
foods seem too bland. Suddenly 
we have a yen for dishes with 
authority, hearty fare with fla- 
vors that demand to be noticed. 
Just as it is the season to go 
through the closets and pack 
away the summer clothes, so it 
is time to go through the kitchen 
files, replacing the récipes for 
airy mousses and molded salads 
with those for chili and spaghetti. 

Lest you be caught unprepared 
some cool evening, here is a 
collection of recipes selected to 
keep pace with the changing sea- 
60N. 

For example, chicken that was 
so delightful during the warm 
weather when delicately sea- 
soned and basted with fruit 
juices or a light wine will have 
more appeal from now on if 
prepared with aromatic herbs 
and spices in one of the world's 
famous dishes—Arroz Con Pollo. 

One of the secrets of its suc- 
cess lies in the use of saffron, 
the world’s most expensive spice. 
Fortunately, a little goes a long 
way; just a pinch is enough, and 
a “‘must” in this famous Span- 
ish food. Frozen peas, with their 
vine-fresh flavor, are used in 
this recipe for the classic dish. 

Arroz Con Pollo. 

One tablespoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon basil. 

One-half teaspoon oregano. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One medium clove garlic, 
minced. 

One teaspoon vinegar.

Phicf of Police Barney Fraun- 
dorf of Madison, who once was 
charged with malfeasance for 
* failure to suppress the notorious 
200 Club, a gambling casino, has 


been indorsed as a Democratic 
candidate for sheriff of Madison 
county in the 1962 primary, it 
was learned today. 

The indorsement was voted by 
the Venice Township Democratic 
Organization, which includes pre- 
cinct committeemen and mayors 
of Venice and Madison. Other 
Madison county Democratic 
leaders, particularly those in Ed- 
wardsville and Wood River, have 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
the choice. 

Fraundorf was a compromise 
choice after backers of County 
Treasurer Dan McGee of Venice 
and John Maeras, Madison po- 
lice officer, were unable to ob- 
tain sufficient support for their 
candidates. Maeras, who lost a 
close race for sheriff in the 1958 
primary, is the half brother of 
Mayor Stephen Maeras of Madi- 
son. 

Malfeasance warrants were is- 
sued in 1951 against Fraundorf 
and Mayor Maeras on complaint 
of State Senator James O. Mon- 
roe, Collinsville newspaper pub- 
lisher, who charged he had been 
defeated in the 1950 election by 
a conspiracy of Madison gam- 
blers and politicians. The charges 
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later were dismissed. 
In December 1946, Fraundorf 


was ordered by United States 


District Judge Charles G. Brig- 
gle of Springfield, Ill., to “con- 
fiscate slot machines in your 


city or resign.”’ Fraundorf has 
been police chief in Madison 
for 20 years. 

Other men mentioned as pos- 
sible candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for sheriff 
include Maj.

“Today, they drag themselves to the plate as though 
nobody loves them, and then they stand there pulling on the 
cap, digging small graves. with their cleats, ruQbing their 
eyes, and, if you wait long enough, they will lift the bat and 
waggle it. Sickening.” 

What about the pitchers? I said. He snorted. There are 
no pitchers, he said. There are throwers. Fast throwers 
and junk throwers. A pitcher is a man with an arm, a 
mind, and courage. 


“The last one I saw was Sal Maglie. He had the 
moxie to throw a wide curve on a three and two 
count with the bags loaded. You know anybody who 
does that today? Whitey Ford is the top pitcher and 
he’s gone by the seventh inning. He’s good for half 
a game. In other days—and I don’t mean away 
back when I was playing—ball players sat up half the 
night studying baseball. 


“I knew Eddie Mayo of the Tigers personally. He wasn’t 
the greatest, but he was good enough to last. Eddie would 
read the evening paper and then sit and invent plays, or 
replay ones which hadn’t turned out right. Willie Mays was 
the only man I ever saw whom study would hurt. He had 
so much natural baseball in him that any coaching at ali 
would make him less of a player. Eddie Stanky had more 
courage and less talent than anyone else in the majors. 

“DiMaggio was so good that, even when he was taped 
up from the stomach to the chest, they wouldn’t leave him 
off the lineup. He played, sick or well, and he never com- 
plained. Pitchers? Well, give me a few like Spahn and 
Feller and Roberts and Ruffing and Hubbell and Pennock. 
Pierce was another good man. 

“The record book only tells half the story. You have to 
see how these men handled themselves in dangerous situa- 
tions. Today, they call a meeting of the board of directors 
before they throw the ball.” 

My mother never cared for baseball. She used to holler 
at my father when the game was on. She died four years ago. 
Now he wishes she was back, just to turm the set off in the 
middle of an exciting play...

Brown ‘Age Spots’ ' 


DEAR SIR: Is there any known cause, preventive or cure 
for brown spots which begin to appear on the face, backs of 
the hands and arms as one grows older? MRS. M.R. 


Some readers come right out and call them “age 
itee ss iia spots.”” And I suppose 
RE I could refer to them 
Se ae by a high- sounding 
scientific term if it 
would do anybody any 
good. Nevertheless, 
they’re still spots. 

They are akin to 
freckles. 

The brown spots 
are the result of 
changes of the pigment, 
or coloring, in the skin. 

>, The cells may be dor- 

’ mant for many years, 
DR. MOLNER and then take on this 
brown color as we get older. In other instances, their 
appearance is provoked or accelerated by exposure to 
sun and wind—which, of course, is true of freckles, too. 

There is this difference. Freckles are most likely 
to appear in redheads. The brown spots are more 
common in brunets. : 

There isn’t any treatment, other than the use of 
cosmetics to cover up the spots, if one considers them 
that important. It’s just a matter of certain skins 
having this characteristic. 

However, the spots are not of any significance, 
healthwise. 

MOLNER: Our 3-year-old son has always had 
excessive saliva. Whenever he talks he spits out the words. 
From his drooling his shirts are gray. We always figured it as 
teething, but now his teeth have come through.

Other than teething, or sheer excessive production 
of saliva, the main causes that occur to me are: 1—A 
sort of don’t-care attitude.

Three years later, Champlain 
made another voyage to the 
New World. This time, a suc- 
cessful white settlement was 
Started at Quebec.

In describing Indian customs, 
the French leader reported:

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Q. Did Champlain explore the 
New England coast? 

A. Before the Pilgrims reached 
the New World, he explored the 
Massachusetts coast, and made 
a map of what later became 
known as Plymouth Harbor. He 
showed an Indian settlement 
around the harbor.
